teen units for college entrance. 


"The 
Corsicana high school is

states without examination. This 
privilege is also extended by all 
leading universities in the United 
States, except those that permit 
entrance by examination 
only.

LAW BY TRUCKS IS 


DECLARED INVALID 


STATUTE LIMITING NUMBER 
BALES TO TEN PASSED ON 
BY U. S. SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 
25.—(&)— 


The supreme court, 
without a. 


written opinion, today affirmed tho 
order of a federal court in Texas 
which said that state's highway 
law regulating the shipment 
of 


cotton was invalid. 


The Texas law provided that not 


more than ten 
balen of cotton 


could be hauled by truck on state 
roads unless the bales were com- 
pressed. It also required that all 
shipments of more than tenspqare 
or 20 round bales for a distance of 
moer than 18 miles should be in 
trucks totally enclosing the cot- 
ton. 


Companies 
operating 
motor 


trucks compallned that the law 
was intended to give railroads tho 
almost exclusive hauling of com- 
pressed cotton since Its regulations 
would compel the compressing of 
the staple at interior points near 
where It was grown. 


A three-judge federal court for 


Southern Texas held that the law 
operated to prohibit a legitimate 
business entitled to use of 
the 


public roads and enjoined Its en- 
forcement. 


Chief Justice Hughes In a brief 


announcement 
from

bench 


said the action of the lower court 
was upheld. 
Law Had Never 


Been Enforced 


AUSTIN, Jan. 25.—(XIV-The law 


regulating the shipment of cotton, 
held Invalid by the United States 
supreme court today, was enacted 
as house bill 628 by the 42nd Tex- 
as legislature. It provided that it 
would bo unlawful to operate any 
vehicle or combination of vehicles 
over the state highways carrying 
more than ten bales of cotton un- 
less the bales had been compress- 
ed to a density of 22 pounds per 
cubic foot or greater. 


The law originally was held in- 


valid by a three-Judge 
federal 


court at Houston on application 
for an injunction to restrain its 
enforcement. 
The law never had 


been enforced, 'Klbert Hooper, as- 
sistant attorney general, said. 


Hooper said another law fixing 


the maximum weight of 
truck 


loads on the state highways to 7,- 
X)0 pounds would curb operation 
of heavy truck loads over 
the 


highways. 


Enforcement of the 7,000-pound 


maximum weight law has been 
temporarily enjoined by a plaintiff 
in a Houston federal court pend- 
ing appeal from a Houston feder- 
al court decision holding that law 
was constitutional. 


Hooper said the temporary in- 


junction granted 
pending appeal 


of that law to the supreme court 
aplied only to the plaintiffs who 
obtained it and that It would be 
enforced generally against others 
not Included in that proceeding.

He had been 
a member of the firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb ft Company, and his widow 
was the daughter of the late Solo- 
mon Loeb of the Kuhn-Loeb firm.
